This 
is the pro«rpm as mapped out, and it 
will be followed oat to tiie letter if the 
plans of the Blaine snthnsiasta do not 
miscarry.

GUARDIAX AND WARD. 



Decision of Court of Appeals in the 
Oaae of Taylor Veraua Taylor, 
From Braeken. 

The Court of Api)eals in athrming the 
above case on cross appeal, says: "A 
guardian having choaen to take possession 
of and cultivate his ward's farm on his own 
account, and appropriate the proceeds, 
instead of leasing it to another, his ward 
has the riglit to recover the net amount 
of what waa ao received by him if 
it can be with reaaonable certainty 
ascertained. And the Chancellor, in 
thia action by the ward to sur- 
charije the settlement^ tnade by the 
guardian with the (4>nnty Court during a 
number of years, shunid have ordered a 
reference to the Master Commissioner to 
determine the net amount realized by the 
>,'uardian from the operation of the farm. 
But as he failed to do ao, and it appean 
that the guardian did not keep an ac- 
count of tiie services and expenaea in- 
curred in operating the farm, or of the 
proceeda of crops, justice can now be 
done as fully, and certainly sooner, by 
adhering to tlie basis of the County Court 
settlaiMiita whwdn the goardian was 
charged with rent ; bat as he was charged 
w ith too amall an amount on that ac- 
count, that error ahonld be corrected. 
But, as it is fair to presume that the 
guardian charged his ward (a nephew) 
with all he felt, on account of his near 
relation and dependent condition, he 
ought to charge him, no credits should be 
allowed in addition to thOBO allowed by 
the County Court."

iMl Day's festlon of the Oaaha Meet- 
ing. 

Omaha, May 27.— The last session of 
the Methodist Episcopal quodiiennial 
conference yosterday wu.s presided over 
by Bishop Fitzgerald. The sifting com- 
mittee had arranged an order of bnsi 
nessbnrying the unimportant commit- 
tee's report. An attempt was made to 
take off the table the report of the oom- 
mittee on temporal eoooomy, bat it 
failed. 

The conference ordered the treastirer 
of the missionary fond to pay into the 
episcopal fnnd the amount of theniis- 
ilonary Ushone* salary. When the com- 
mittee on letiaaLi made its report excep- 
tions were taken to tiie report as ordered 
by the chaiman, tiie clafin being ma^e 
tut the paragi aphs relating to the nse 
of tobaooo had been omlttaa without the 
knowledge of the oonunlfttee. T1.3 
omissioBS were added and the report 
adopted. 

Tb» committee on state of the chorch 
in relotUw to organic nnion of all Meth 
odist oborohes reoolnmended that ths 
bishops report a oommissioo of three 
bishops, three laymen and throe minis- 
tera to confer with like oommissionB 
from other chorohee which the bishops 
araaaked to reqvire; adopted. 

The Bookv M oontain Advoeato was 
made an ofncial onraa of the church, 
provided, however, that tiie book eou- 
oem and ohnrob shall not be held liable 
for any Iocs, Any conference may 
adopt the papsr for its offldal ormn. 
The Omaha Advocate aaked a dauLr 
franchise and the committee soreoom' 
mended. 

Elder Shank pledged himself to turn 
over ell the profits above aettyU expense 
of editors, etc., to the wom out preaoh- 
mrs in Nebraska. 

Dr. Bnckley raised the point that this 
wonld be inequable, as Nebraska wotdd 
get a doable share of the contribations 
to the superannuated fond. He called 
attention to the faqt^that «ywy nch in 



oependent pai>er draws directly froi.i 
the ofiBcial pajiers their patronage and 
profits. He arg^ied that in dfring tlrs 
the e<litors of the regular jiapers ar- 
absolved from all responsjibility for the 
circtilatiou of their papers. 

The conference disposed of the woman 
qnestion just Ix fore fiiiid ad.iounnneiit. 
Dr. Hamilton olTored an amendment to 
the rejMirt of c< ininittee on judicia*' • 
that tlie pro"«itiuu be submitted to tl 3 
aannal oonferenoee requiring that tLe 

^i^jorda "mast be male" be inserted after 
the words "lay delegatee", where ever 
they apnar in the discipline, and that 
oaless tnree-f oorths of the annual oonf^- 
ence and tw»rthixd8 of, the general con- 
ference npheld it, then the law most be 
held to mean male ind female haOL, 
The amendment was adopted by • Tote 
of 241 to 180. This sends the matter to 
the annual conference, and the men 
must defeat the women two to one in 
order tp keep theni>oat if the neoct gen- 
eral* conference does not vote two to 
one against the admittance of women. 
The women went wild ^vith delight. 

PRESB YTE RIANS. 

Trial of Profe«»or Briics.H ISrfore the 0«n- 
eriil A«8«ni)>ly. 
PoRTi,AND. Or., May 27.— The trial of 
Professor Brings, of New York, occu- 
pied the entire time of the general as- 
sembly yesterday. The chorch was 
crowded at an avrly hoar and Mr. 
Briggs and Dr. Bbcb, the head of the 
proeecnting committee, sat on the plat- 
form. Dr. Yonng, the moderator, an- 
noonced that each side should occupy 
an hour' and a half, dLwnssing merely 
the constitutional queetions without 
referring at all to the merits of the 
question. 

Dr. Birch, the head of the proeecnting 
connnittce, in presenting the case, said 
the hppeoring of the prosecuting com- 
mittee at the assembly was stricuy con- 
stitutional, although it was usual to g<j 
directly firom the presbytery to tl'.e 
Bj-nod. 

Dr. Briggs argued that there were no 
reasons for entertaining the appeal of 
the prosecnting committee. If their ca-e 
was a good one they shonld go directly 
to the synod. He contended tuat the en 
tertainment of the appeal by the assem 
bly would be an injustice to him, and. i;: 
closing his argument, pleaded for justice 
and anked the assembly to refea the case 
to the snyod of New York. 

After further argument the assembly, 
by vote of 880 to 123, hiid on the table 
the minority report of the judicial com- 
mittee recommending that the appeal 
be not entertained and the case be re- 
ferred to the New York synod. By a 
large vote the appeal was etttertained 
and the trial was begun. 

When the report of the New Yor) 
presbytery was presented Dr. Briggs 
raise<l the jx>int of its inaccuracy f..- 
comiiared with the minutes taken by 
the Union seminary's stenographer. It 
was tliereuixni decided to receive both, 
and the assembly then adjourned for the 
day.
